Although an impartial survey of 
the economic: and financial situa- 
tion of the World at the close of 
1981 would discover hopeful fea- 
tures, it cannot ba said that ‘the 
prospects for an early solution of 
the present crisis are particularly 
favourable. It is true that during 
recent’ months more than one 
country has furnished evidence’ of 
its determination to base its policy 
upon sound principles, even though 
such a course involves hardship 
and sacrifice, Moreover, a large 
amount of work has already been 
accomplished with the .object of 
facilitating the approach to those 
international problems which must 
be faced early in the New Year. 
The Special Advisory Committee 
ppp pointed under the provisions of 

e Young Plan to investigate the 
financial ‘position of Germany, in 
view of that country’s declaration 
of her conviction that to resume 
the transfer of the postponable 
portion of the’ Repaxzation pay- 
ments at the close of the Hoover 
Moratorium in June next ‘would 
seriously endanger her exchange 
and economic life, has carried 
through its task with commendable 
promptitude. Its report, complet- 
ed just prior to Christmas, and 
summarised in a: subsequent Nate, 
is an essential preliminary to the 
Conference of the Powers directly 
concerned with Reparations, which 
must shortly be held to decide the 
action to be taken in connection 
with that important  queation. 
Negotiations for the extension of 
the Standstill arrangement in res- 
pect of Germany's short term ex- 
ternal Mabilities beyond the end 
of February, when the present 
agreement expires, have also been 
proceeding and although, at the 
time of ; writi nothing definite 
has’ been settled, there can be no 
doubt of the willingness of Ger- 
many's ¢ommercial creditors to 
lend their aid in the rehabilitation 
of that country, provided other in- 
terests are prepared to play their 
part, 


Being Driven to Barter. 


Regarded as preparatory mea- 
sures to a serious approach to the 
problem of restoring general pros- 
perity, these ‘developments are 
satisfactory, but, taking a broad 
view of the World situation, it is 
difficult to point to any definite 
signs suggesting an improvement 
in the outlook. During. December, 
Japan has joined the ranks of 
those fations which have been 
compelled temporarily to suspend 
gold payments and the: hold of cer- 
tain other countries upon the gold 
standard has become, if anything, 
more ‘precarious. International 
trade a8 a whole shows few signs 
of recovery and although some

Throughout the pc t-War 
period, most countries have purau- 
ed the illogical policy of endeavour- 
ing to expand the external markets 
for their products, whilst at the 
same time restricting by tariffs 
and other measures their pur- 
chases’ from abroad. Trade {s es- 
sentially reciprocal and if the 
World as a whole péraists in re-~ 
fusing to buy, the result, in the 
long run, must. Jnevitably be an in- 
ability to sell. "Moreover, since the 
War, the situation has been com- 
plicated by the enormous amount 
of uncommercial international in- 
debtedneas in the form of War 
Debts and Reparations, as the dis- 
charge of these Habilities involves 
a flow of wealth in one direction 
only, namely from tha debtor to 
the creditor countries, without any 
compensating reverse movement. 
It is axiomatic that the settlement 
of debts between nations can ba 
made only in goods, services or 
gold, for the re-lending -by the 
ereditor of the amount due to him 
eannot be regarded as a means of 
payment, as there is no real dis- 
charge of the original debt and 
the effect is usually to Increase 
the liability of the debtor. In the 
past, Great Britain has always 
realised that as the leading credi- 
tor nation it was her ‘duty to place 
no unnecessary obstacles in the 
way .of her debtora ‘ discharging 
their obligations, but, in recent 


tries, whilst insisting upon pay- 
ment of the amounts due to them, 
have, by tariffs and other means, 
prevented the discharge of these 
liabilities _ in the form of goods 
and services, The position so far 
as it relates to the United Statés, 
has been aptly described by a well- 
known American economist, who 
satd:—"The debts of the outside 
world to us are ropes about their 
necks, by means of which we pull 
them towards us. Our trade‘ rea- 
trictions are 
againat thefr bodies, by means of 
which’ we hold them off. This 
situation can obviously involve a 
very painful strain for the foreign 
debtor.” 

Gold Made Unavailable. 

For some time past, the debtor 
countries have been compelled to 
rely to a very considerable exfent 
upon gold for the payment of their 
external abilities, with the reault 
that to-day’ almost the whole of 
the frea monetary gold In the 
World ‘is concentrated in the 
handg of creditor nations, princi- 
pally the United States and France, 
Therefore, from a practical, point 
of view, gold has almost ceased ‘to 
be available for the discharge of 
International Indebtedness so far| 
as the debtor countries are con- 
cerned, and if they are'to continue 
to meet their commitments, theit, 
creditors, whose action has been 
largely the cause ‘ of the present 
position, must agree ‘to accept the 
only form of wealth in which pay- 
ment can ‘now’ be made, cpatiely 
goods ‘and services. '

BRAVEST DEED OF THE YEAR © 
SHIP . ‘COOK'S PLUCKY ACTION. 
‘Gold Medal. Award, 


At the 188th annual. general 
meeting of the Royal Humane 
Society. on February 9 the Stanhope 
Gold Medal for the bravest deed of 
the year was awarded to Mr. George 
Jenkins, a ‘ship's cook, of Watton, 
Liverpool. 

During the passage of the London 
Missionary  Socicty Auxillary | . 
schooner John Williams V from 
the Clyde to Colon, ona of the crew, 
Alexander Samuel, was washed 
overboard from the jibboom whilst 
furling sail in Mid-Atlantic. . There 
was a heavy gea running at the 
time, a strong South West gale was 
blowing, ‘and the ship was quite 
unmanageable, when tha engines 
were stopped.. A, lifeboat was 
launched with difficulty and at con- 
siderable risk, but before it reached 
the water George Jenkins had al- 
ready jumped overboard and struck 
out towards his shipmate with a 
lifebelt. Unfortunately, however,, al- 
though he spent nearly an hour in 
the raging sea before belng picked 
up by the lifeboat, Jenkins was 
unable to reach the drowning man 


before’ the latter matte It may be 
added that Jenkins was by noameans 
an expert swimmer and. that tho 
lifeboat was smashed whilst being 
takcn inboard. Swingiig against 
the ship's side it became unhooked, 
filled with water and had to be 
abandoned. 

‘It was reported that 409 cases had 
beon dealt with in the year and 485 
persons rewarded for ‘saving 401 
lives and endeavouring ‘to save 68 
others. Of the cases dealt with 281 
occurred in England, 16 in Wales, 
41 in Scotland, 28 in Ireland, $2 in 
India or the Dominions, and 16 in 
forelgn: countries or at sea, In 
addition to the Award of the Gold 
Medal, there were’ seven | Silver 
Medals and 44 Bronze Medals 
awarded, 104 Testimonfals on Vel- 
lum, 828 Testimontals on Parch- 
ment, and 3 Resuscitation Certi- 
ficates. Twenty-one Awards were 
made to men of the Naval and 
Military Services: and 23 to the 
Police Forces of the United King- 
dom. One Bronze Medal and 16 
other Awards were made to ladies,

VESSELS AND ROBOT SIGNALS. 


A Complaint to. An English Seaside 
7 Corporation. : 


A member of the Property Com- 
mittee’ stated: “The traffic signals 
were erected at a danger- 
ous junction and on the urgent ap- 


peal of. the police and .motorista, 
Four people have been killed in 
separate collisions at this junction, 
in addition to numerous other ac- 
cldents.

A. letter has been sent by 
the Harbour Master to the Property 
Committee of the Bridlington Cor- 
poration. pointing out the danger, 
‘jand stating that navigators and 
fishermen have been complaining of 
the risk they are running due to 
the mistaking of the signals when 
entering harbour. On a recent oc- 
casion, it was atated, a‘ vessel en- 
tering the harbour incurred con- 
siderable risk’ through the 
similarity of the signals, and un- 
less speedy action was taken in the 
matter it might be necessary to 
report the danger to the London 
authorities.

SERVICE. 


COLLISION OF OF INTERESTS. 
Its Cost and Where 

It Falls. 7 
Recent developments in the motor 
business have thrown into relief a 
rather important matter in which 
of retailer and user 
heavily. Motorists

always welcome any reduction in the, 


cost of vehicles. 


such reductions when they cut the 
price of a new motorcar or motor- 
cyele to a small sum. To quote ac- 
tun examples, the retailer dislikes 
the £100 car. If he sells a 40-h.p, 
vehicle at £3,000 he has only to 
please a single client, and the actual 
vehicle will be so perfectly designed 
and beautifully made that the cus- 
tomer is unlikely to give him any 
trouble at all, But if a similar 
turnover of £3,000 is obtained. by 
selling thirty: small cars the retailer 
must handle thirty different custom- 
erg. AS a good business man he 
must go out of his way to grapple 
each of them to his heart with links 
of steel. Some of them will cer- 
tainly be difficult to please, Few 
of them will be expert, and a cer- 
tnin percentage, in addition to prov- 
ing very exacting, will treat their 
machines badly and take offence if 
their blunders cost them money. 
Moreover, the actual vehiclea, not 
being in the same class as a £3,000 
car, are likely to occasion little

difficuities for which the owner | is 
not ultogether to blame. 

The same problema surround the 
cheap motor-bicycle. A certain fac- 
tory, which annually sells far more 
pedal-cycles than motor-cycles, main- 
tains a separate repair department 
for each type of vehicle. The pedal- 
cycle repair. corner is run by one 
man, who is often at liberty to apply 
his surplus energy to other work, 
The motor+ycle repair department 
is normally staffed by a foreman, 
four well-paid mechanics, and some 
unskilled labour. These men mere- 
ly strip machines which are sub- 
mitted for overhaul or repair; after 
stripping the various components 
are distributed to the appropriate 
shops in the main factory. It fol- 
lows that a good motor-cycle de- 
mands for more service than a good 
pedal-cycle, 

Pedal-Cycle and Motor-Cycle. 

Imagine that two men enter a 


provincial cycle and ‘motor agency.. 


Each carries a cheque book. One of 
them signs a, cheque for a first-class 
pedal-cycle of the luxurioua type, 
priced at fifteen guineas, writes 
G. B. in the Manchester Guardian. 
The other signs a cheque for an 


‘identical sum in return for one of 


the new “Snowden” miniature 
motor-cycles, The repairer takes 
an approximately equal commission 
on both sales, but he does not reap 
a similar profit on the two deals, 
It is perfectly possible that he will 
not see the buyer of the pedal-cycle 
for a couple of years; and when 
that customer returns he will pto- 
bably return only to buy a new 
tyre, and will gladly pay a small 
extra fee to have it fitted. But the 
buyer of the motor-cycle will be per- 
petually on the agent's dooratep, 
sometimes just to seek information 
on some little point which is bother- 
ing him, but more often to order 
which he 


lacks the knowledge to perform for 
himself. If he is charged 
these occasions, or even on many of 
them, he will conceive a violent dis- 
like for the, retailer. Supposing he 
flourishes in his pareer and present- 
ly orders a métor-car, he will pro- 
bably display his resentment dy 
placing his order with another deal- 
er. Consequently the original re- 
tailer will perform many of these 
casual services gratis, To keep his 
customer in a good temper he will 
drop whatever he is doing,and in- 
terview him personally. If the 
customer's needs are urgent he will 
take men off other work, derange 
the routine of his workshop, and 
possibly annoy other clients who 
have to be kept waiting. «At the 
end of three months the sale of the 
ultra-cheap motor-cycle may even 
show a clear loss to the retailer; 
and he may or may ‘not recoup such 
loss Inter on by selling a more. ex- 
pensive vehicle to his customer. 
Consequently the sale of cheap cars, 
and more especially of cheap motor- 
cycles, {8 hampered by the very 
pardonable reluctance of the retailer 
‘to push either type of vehicle with 
real energy. 

Incidentally it is noteworthy that 
on the Continent these reluctances 
find no substantial parallel, The 
small Continental retailer works 
much harder than his British coun- 
terpart. He pays his mechanics 
lower wages, and hia other overhead 
charges are usually in similar pro- 
portion. On the other hand-my in- 
formation is that in Continental 
countries the retailers are less 
rigidly organised, and a good many 
of the miniature motor-bicycles are 
sold by “dabblers"—i.e., private in- 
dividuals and traders in other lines 
of business, who pocket a small com- 
mission on the sale, but offer no 
real service facilities,

POPULATION. 


UNITED STATES FIRST. 


Interesting Comparison Of 
. Motorised Nations. 

An Intereating comparison of the 
degree to which motoring has been 
adopted by the nations of the world 
has been prepared. The last es- 
timate of the total number of motor 
vehicles in the world was made at 


the end of 1930 by the National 


Automobile Chamber of Commerce 
in the United States, which showed 
that there then were 365,603,000, 
made up of 29,766,985 cara, 327,617 
motor buses, 5,608,674 motor trucks, 
the proportion to the world’s popu- 
lation being one motor vehicle (ex- 
cluding motor cycles) to 66.1 per- 
sons. 

The most heavily motorised na- 
tion was, of course, the United 
States. In that country there’ were 

2,951,847 cars, 95,400 motor buses, 


and 8,476,532 motor trucks, making, 


a total of 26,623,779 motor vehicles, 
or one to evry 4.6 persons. Bri- 
tain was credited with 971,986 cara, 
44,116 motor buses, and 292,171 
motor trucks, a total of 1,808,272 
motor vehicles, or one to every 27 
persons, and Australia to 442,161 
cars‘and 124,869 trucks (this prob- 
ably irfcluding motor buses), a total 
of 567,020 motor vehicles, or one to 
every 11 persons. 

The same authority shows that 
there were at the’time: thé report 
was compiled 7,947,000 miles of

When their 
father died he left only a small 
amount of money to’ his four sons. 

About 35 or 86 years ago, a na- 
tive banking. firm,’ called the’ Kin 
Cheong, was started in Amoy and 
witness took a $2,000 share in it. 
This $2,000 was subscribed by the 
four brothers in equal shares, 
Shortly after witness joined 
the banking firm, ‘ the .” de- 
fendant went into business as 
the Wing Hing firm, dealers 
in Szechuen and Yunnan opium 
which he bought from Shanghai and 
sold in Amoy. Defendant had no 
capital and borrowed from the bank- 
ing firm. Bills were drawn on 
this firm and paid by it, = =
